Homosexuals  Harrass  FBI,

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  —  In  a 
unique  political  compromise 
described  by  observers  as  a  vital 
new  breakthrough  in  the  legislative 
process,  liberals  and  conservatives 
in  Congress  today  joined  hands 
(that’s  just  a  metaphor)  and  unani¬ 
mously  passed  a  bill  lowering  the 
age  of  consent  to  the  moment  of 
conception. 

“Here  we  were,  ready  to  go 
home  for  our  six-week  Easter 
recess,”  explained  Representative 
Bertram  Filibuster  (R-Oklahoma). 
“Those  bleeding-heart  liberals 
would  have  debated  to  Doomsday 
—  er,  the  Apocalypse  —  to  block 
our  Blessed  Human  Life  Amend¬ 
ment.

Representative  MarvinSunflower 
(D-California),  sponsor  of  the  age- 
of-consent  legislation,  told  GCN  of 
the  last-minute  process  by  which 
the  compromise  was  drafted.

the  screws  .They  threatened  to  kid¬ 
nap  my  children  and  recruit  them  to 
deviant  lifestyles,  serve  in  the 
notorious  KGB  Boy  Sex  Ring  Spy 
Organization.

Sunflower  explained,  however, 
that  a  fortuitous  circumstance 
changed  his  mind:  “By  sheer  coin¬ 
cidence,  a  young  Congressional 
Page  working  in  my  office  turned 
out  to  be  a  member  of  NAMELA. 
He  walked  into  my  office  one  day 
while  I  was  reading  a  book  and  ask¬ 
ed  if  he  could  have  a  few  minutes  of 
my  time.  I  said,  of  course.  I  put 
down  my  book  after  bending  over 
the  Page.  Suddenly  it  was  clear.  1 
had  to  sponsor  this  legislation. 
We’ve  spent  many  charming 
minutes  together  since.” 

“Besides, ’’Sunflower  added,  “I 
think  it’s  important  in  our  society 
to  be  tolerant  of  each  other’s 
private  personal  lifestyles.  You 
know,  live  and  let  live.  This  is  off 
the  record,  isn’t  it?” 

The  only  problem  with  passing 
both  bills,  according  to  one  highly- 
placed  and  usually  reliable  source 
who  asked  not  to  be  identified,  was 


spokeswoman  called  them. 

This  solution  to  the  conflict  was 
first  suggested  at  a  Core  meeting 
where  many  members  of  the  wom¬ 
en’s  community  at-large  attended 
to  show  support  for  the  S/M 
women.

And 
the  Democrats  were  afraid  that  if 
they  passed  the  Human  Life 
Amendment  first,  the  Republicans 
would  do  the  same.  So  they  all  just 
sat  there.” 

Finally,  House  leaders  called  in 
special  agents  from  the  En 
vironmental  Protection  Agency  to 
fill  the  room  with  smoke  and  shred¬ 
ded  paper.  When  the  smoke 
cleared,  the  Speaker  announced  the 
surprise  compromise,  and  it  was 
gaveled  through  on  an  enthusiastic 
and  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Asked  about  the  possibility  that 
the  American  public  might  find  the 
new  law  peculiar,  Representative 
Filibuster  quoted  the  German 
statesman  Otto  von  Bismarck: 
“Those  who  cherish  laws  and 
sausages  should  not  ask  how  either 
is  made.”

EL  SALVADOR  —  A  recent

WASHINGTON  —  The  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation  has  an¬ 
nounced  that  it  is  awarding  a  ten 
s  million  dollar  grant  for  the  creation 
of  a  nationwide  system  of  youth 
centers.  According  to  the  grant 
recipient,  NAMBLA  (The  North 
American  Man/Boy  Love  Associa¬ 
tion)  the  centers  will  provide 
counselling  and  a  loving  environ¬ 
ment. 

The  grant  is  one  of  several  being 
awarded  by  federal  agencies  since 
the  recent  crackdown  by  the  Inter¬ 
nal  Revenue  Serive  and  the  Alcohol 
Tobacco  and  Firearms  Commission 
on  agencies  that  acquire  large  sums 
of  heretofore  not  declared  monies.

The  Second  Year  P ,5 
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Harassment  of  Northampton  Lesbians  Continues 


By  Jil  Clark 

NORTHAMPTON,  MA  —  A 
campaign  of  harassment  against 
lesbians  and  lesbian  institutions  has 
resumed  here,  following  a  month  of 
calm  which  left  local  lesbians  hope¬ 
ful  that  the  siege  was  over. 

However,  the  county  district  at¬ 
torney  has  said  he  expects  to  arrest 
someone  in  connection  with  the 
threats  soon. 

At  least  30  lesbians  have  received 
obscene  or  silent  phone  calls  or 
notes  and  12  have  received  death 
threats  and  physical  threats  since 
December  8. 

Also,  early  in  the  fall,  a  wave  of 
anti-lesbian  violence  swept  the 
community;  at  least  two  lesbians 
were  raped  and  others  assaulted. 
One  rape  victim  said  her  assailants 
had  an  anti-lesbian  vendetta.  (See 
GCN,  Vol.  10,  No.  29) 

A  few  women  suspect  that  the 
rapists  and  the  phone  harassers  are 
the  same  persons,  but  police  and 
the  D.  A.  have  said  they  have  no  evi¬ 
dence  indicating  this. 

A  five-week  reprieve  ended 
abruptly  with  calls  to  Womon  Fyre 


Bookstore  from  Stop  Homosexual 
Unity  Now  (S.H.U.N.),  a  group 
allegedly  based  in  nearby  Amherst, 
on  March  11  and  12.  Soon  after¬ 
wards,  a  threat  on  the  lives  of  Bet 
Birdfish,  the  caretaker  of  the  New 
Alexandria  Lesbian  Library,  and 
Kiriyo  Spooner,  an  owner  of 
Womon  Fyre,  was  left  on  the  phone 
answering  machine  of  a  local 
theater  group. 

The  recorded  message,  found  on 
Monday  morning,  March  14,  went 
as  follows:  “Bet  Birdfish  will  be 
next.  Kiriyo  Spooner  will  be  se¬ 
cond.  Womon  Fyre  Books  will  be 
third.  We  have  had  enough.  We 
will  not  be  stopped.  Tuesday 
Womon  Fyre  Books  will  be  burned 
to  the  ground.  Be  warned. 

—  S.H.U.N.” 

Since  then,  Birdfish  has  received 
numerous  “hang-up  calls”  and 
workers  at  the  bookstore  have  dis¬ 
covered  on  the  tape  machine  short 
messages  from  S.H.U.N.  “de¬ 
livered  in  that  same  deadpan 
voice,”  said  Spooner. 

“We’ve  made  it  through  two 
Tuesdays  now  and  nothing’s  hap¬ 
pened,”  said  Spooner.  “Right  now 
I  feel  that  every  day  we’re  still  here 


is  a  victory  for  us  and  a  loss  for 
them.  But  obviously  I  can’t  con¬ 
tinue  like  this,  I  can’t  live  my  life 
being  hounded  by  these  people.” 

Spooner  and  others  feel  dis¬ 
couraged.  “Over  the  last  month, 
we’d  been  hoping  that  going  public 
and  gathering  city  officials’  support 
would  intimidate  (the  harassers),” 
said  Spooner,  referring  to  a  Febru¬ 
ary  8  meeting  between  lesbians  and 
city  officials  about  the  current 
harassment. 

At  that  meeting,  lesbians  angrily 
accused  Northampton  police  of  not 
taking  the  harassment  seriously 
because  thevictims  were  lesbian .  At 
the  2/2  hour  meeting,  a  score  of  les¬ 
bians  testified  that  they  had  been 
harassed  and  that  the  police  had 
treated  their  cases  insensitively  and 
carelessly.  They  said  the  police  had 
neglected  to  follow  up  leads  provid¬ 
ed  by  the  lesbian  community. 

Following  the  meeting,  Birdfish 
told  GCN  that  lesbians  have  pro¬ 
vided  the  police  with  at  least  five 
threatening  letters  and  tapes  of 
phone  calls.  Regarding  the  rapes, 
they  have  offered  police  composite 
sketches  of  specific  assailants  and 
turned  in  the  license  plate  number 


AIDS  Network  Outlines  Demands 

Health  Office  Set  Up 
After  Koch  Pressured

NEW  YORK  —  After  months  of 
discussion  and  lobbying  from  the 
gay  community,  Mayor  Ed  Koch 
announced  on  March  9  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  Dr.  Roger  Enlow  to 
head  up  a  new  Office  of  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Health  Concerns  (see 
GCN,  Vol.  10,  No.  35).  Enlow,  a 
member  of  New  York  Physicians 
for  Human  Rights,  and  the  founder 
of  the  New  York  AIDS  Network, 
an  inter -group  forum,  will  be  on  a 
leave  of  absence  from  his  position 
as  a  rhuematologist  at  the  Hospital 
for  Joint  Diseases,  a  private  hos¬ 
pital  affiliated  with  Mount  Sinai 
Hospital  and  Beth  Israel  Medical 
Center. 

“I  found  myself  being  drawn 
from  the  practice  of  rhuematology 
into  the  care  of  AIDS  patients  and 
the  investigation  of  basic  im¬ 
munological  issues,”  said  Enlow  in 
an  interview  in  his  new  office  in  the 
city’s  Department  of  Health.  “I 
just  felt  that  something  had  to 
change.  1  came  to  Dr.  David 
Sencer,  a  senior  public  health  of¬ 
ficer  and  commissioner  of  health, 
for  advice,  and  said,  Tm  looking 
for  a  way  to  do  more  of  what  I’m 
doing  and  to  do  it  better  with  more 
positive  effects  and  with  less  stress 
on  me  personally.’  His  response 
was,  ‘Let’s  work  together  and  see 
what  we  can  build.’  There’s  no 
doubt  in  my  mind  that  it  came 
about  because  of  his  thought¬ 
fulness  and  his  committment  to  the 
idea.-” 

A  final  impetus  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  office  seems  to  have 
been  a  letter  to  Mayor  Koch  signed 
by  individuals  and  groups  in  the 
AIDS  Network,  and  organized  by 
Ron  Vachon,  Executive  Director  of 
the  National  Gay  Health  Education 
Foundation  and  convenor  of  the 
Network  during  Enlow’s  absence 
on  vacation  in  late  February.  “The 
letter  was  very  carefully  worded  so 
as  not  to  offend  the  mayor,  but  it 
was  strongly  worded,”  said 


Enlow  says  that  the  primary  pur¬ 
pose  of  his  office  will  be  to  “take 
gay  and  lesbian  health  care  out  of 
the  closet”  by  improving  health 
care  delivery  to  the  gay  community; 
he  mentioned  establishing  a  city- 
funded  clinic  to  examine  gay  and 
lesbian  patients. 


of  a  van  matching  the  description 
of  one  used  in  a  rape  and  a  sus¬ 
pected  rape  attempt. 

“They’ve  done  nothing  with  this 
information,”  Birdfish  charged. 

Birdfish,  one  of  the  first  victims 
of  the  harassment,  added  that  her 
car  had  recently  been  sideswiped 
while  parked  overnight  at  the 
library. 

“Someone  had  to  drive  up  onto 
the  sidewalk  to  hit  it.  But  the  police 
suggested  that  it  could  be  a  coin¬ 
cidence.” 

Another  lesbian  sketched -out  for 
city  officials  a  history  of  anti-gay 
harassment  in  the  Northampton 
area  and  dismissed  theories  that  the 
harassers  are  “practical  jokers  .  .  . 
pranksters  .  .  .  out  for  a  good 
time.” 

Police  have  maintained  that  they 
are  taking  the  harassment  cases  as 
seriously  as  any  others,  and  em¬ 
phasized  that  these  cases  are  dif¬ 
ficult  to  pursue. 

Moreover,  according  to  Hamp¬ 
shire  County  D.A.  Michael  Ryan, 
progress  has  been  made  Recently  — 
whether  or  not  this  is  the  result  of 
community  pressure  applied  on 
February  8. 

“A  picture  is  beginning  to 
emerge,”  Ryan  said  in  an  interview 
with  GCN.  “I  get  the  sense  from 
reading  the  notes  that  the 
perpetrator  is  not  a  very  clever  per¬ 
son.  I  think  with  the  amount  of 
energy  and  time  being  spent  on  [the 
investigation  by  the  police],  we 
should  have  something  soon.” 

Ryan  said  that  investigators  have 
gotten  “diverted  .  .  .  when  some 
guy  at  UMass  (the  main  campus  of 
the  University  of  Massachusetts, 
located  in  Amherst)  gets  drunk  and 
starts  calling  numbers  from  a  gay 
paper.  That  sets  us  off  the  track  of 
the  serious  threats.” 


Ryan  added  that  he  thinks  that 
the  rapes  and  assaults  in  August 
and  September  are  not  connected, 
“except  in  the  cultural  sense.  The 
problem  is  that  once  a  climate  of 
hostility  gets  created,  it  feeds  off 
itself  [and]  gives  encouragement  to 
others  to  act  out  their  ag¬ 
gressiveness  ....  That’s  why  this 
office  thought  it  was  important  to 
take  a  strong  stand.” 

Approximately  200  lesbians,  gay 
men  and  leftist  supporters  packed 
the  February  meeting  with  North¬ 
ampton  mayor  David  Musante, 
Ryan  and  two  Northampton  police 
detectives.  Representatives  of  the 
lesbian  and  gay  male  community 
presented  14  demands  —  ranging 
from  a  requirement  that  police  keep 
a  separate  log  of  homophobic  at¬ 
tacks  which  would  be  open  for  in¬ 
spection  by  lesbians  and  gay  men, 
to  a  mayoral  endorsement  of  the  se¬ 
cond  annual  lesbian  and  gay  rights 
march  this  spring.  Neither  of  these 
demands  and  few  of  the  other 
twelve  have  been  met. 

However,  perhaps  the  most  use¬ 
ful  of  the  demands  has  been  met: 
members  of  the  lesbian  and  gay 
male  communities  will  soon  begin 
meeting  regularly  with  city  officials 
and  the  D.A.’s  office  to  tackle  the 
problem  of  homophobic  violence 
and  harassment  here.  According  to 
mayoral  assistant  Marcia  Burick, 
the  task  force  will  be  comprised  of 
four  lesbians,  two  gay  men.  Detec¬ 
tive  Michael  Wall,  Assistant  D.A. 
David  Angier,  and  Burick. 

Among  the  demonstrators  out¬ 
side  the  municipal  hall  on  the  even¬ 
ing  of  February  8  were  members  of 
the  New  Jewish  Agenda  and  a 
group  which  opposes  U.S.  in¬ 
tervention  in  El  Salvador,  and 
straight  people  who  live  in  North- 
ampton.

Students  Press 
For  Recruitment  Ban

Vachon.  “Everything  that  had 
been  done  about  AIDS  had  so  far 
been  done  by  the  gay  community, 
and  we  felt  it  was  time  for  the  city  to 
do  something.” 

The  letter,  delivered  to  the 
mayor’s  office  on  March  7,  listed 
twelve  demands  relating  to  gay 
health  care,  among  them  the 
establishment  of  an  AIDS  coor¬ 
dinator  in  the  city’s  Department  of 
Health,  research  funds,  a  pro¬ 
clamation  of  a  “state  of  extreme 
public  emergency,”  and  a  face-to- 
face  meeting  with  the  mayor. 

“The  mayor’s  office  might  deny 
this,  but  as  far  as  anyone  in  the  gay 
community  is  concerned,  that  letter 
was  the  final  push  for  establishing 
the  office,”  said  Chris  Clark,  assis¬ 
tant  director  of  the  Gay  Men’s 
Health  Crisis,  a  key  lobbying  group 
in  the  discussions  about  gay  health. 

Herb  Rickmann,  liaison  to  the 
gay  community  in  Mayor  Koch’s 
office,  said,  “We’re  delighted  over 
the  appointment  and  it’s  something 
we  want  very  much.  But  I  can’t  give 
you  anything  about  how  it  came 
about.”

CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  A  con¬ 
flict  over  on-campus  recruiting  by 
the  Navy,  as  an  employer  who  dis¬ 
criminates  against  lesbians  and  gay 
men,  could  cost  Harvard  University 
three  million  dollars  in  Defense  De¬ 
partment  funding. 

The  conflict  arose  in  early  March 
when  members  of  the  Harvard- 
Radcliffe  Gay  and  Lesbian  Stu¬ 
dents  Association  announced  their 
intention  to  circulate  petitions  call¬ 
ing  for  an  open  meeting  between 
students  and  Navy  officials  to  dis¬ 
cuss  Navy  recruiting  policy,  an  op¬ 
tion  provided  by  a  university 
regulation.  Although  Harvard  has 
not  yet  officially  invited  the  Navy 
to  participate  in  such  a  meeting, 
regional  recruiting  officers  have 
claimed  they  would  refuse  to  do  so. 

The  Military  Procurement  Act  of 
1973  denies  Defense  Department 
funding  to  any  school  which  bars 
military  recruiters  from  campus. 

G.  Aaron  Broadwell,  chair  of 
the  gay  student  group,  told  GCN  he 
is  confident  that  the  500  signatures 
required  by  the  university  regula¬ 
tion  will  be  collected  by  the  March 
28  deadline.  If  the  Navy  formally 
refuses  to  attend  the  open  meeting 
which  will  then  be  scheduled,  Har¬ 
vard  officials  will  be  required  to 
ban  Navy  recruiters  when  the  plan¬ 
ned  recruiting  period  begins  on 


April  12. 

On  March  16,  after  the  gay  peti¬ 
tion  drive  had  begun,  the  Harvard 
Faculty  Council  reaffirmed  its  open 
meeting  regulation,  originally  pass¬ 
ed  in  1968  in  response  to  campus  re¬ 
cruiting  by  Dow  Chemical  Cor¬ 
poration,  the  manufacturer  of 
chemical  weapons  used  in  the  war 
in  Vietnam. 

The  Boston  Globe  quotes  Har¬ 
vard  Dean  of  Students  Archie  Epps 
as  saying,  “We’re  not  sure  what  is 
the  level  of  risk  we’re  running.” 
But  Broadwell  said  he  doubts  Har¬ 
vard  will  actually  lose  the  Defense 
Department  funding  since  the  Mili¬ 
tary  Procurement  Act  concerns 
consistent  patterns  of  banning  re¬ 
cruiters  and  applies  only  if  the  arm¬ 
ed  forces  are  specifically  banned. 
The  Act  permits  limits  on  recruiting 
carried  out  “in  good  faith  without 
discrimination  against  military  re¬ 
cruitment.” 

A  Harvard  spokesperson  said  the 
loss  of  funds  is  “clearly  a  possibility 
and  it  would  be  a  matter  of  great 
concern  to  Harvard.” 

The  Harvard  spokesperson  told 
GCN  that  informal  negotiations 
with  the  Navy  are  currently  under¬ 
way  to  arrange  a  compromise  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  both  sides. 

Broadwell  told  GCN  that  if  re¬ 
cruiters  are  banned  and  if  the  Navy 
then  seeks  enforcement  of  the 


Military  Procurement  Act,  “there 
will  be  a  long  court  battle  and 
publicity  for  a  month.  If  they 
don’t,  then  that  will  be  the  last  we’ll 
hear  about  it  for  a  while.” 

Conflicts  between  universities 
and  the  armed  forces  over  anti-gay 
discrimination  began  last  summer 
when  the  Army’s  judge  advocate 
general  warned  seven  law  schools, 
including  Harvard’s,  that  they 
might  lose  Defense  Department 
funding  if  they  ban  military  re¬ 
cruiters  for  discriminating.  So  far, 
no  university  has  actually  lost  such 
funding. 

Early  press  reports  indicated  that 
the  Navy  had  refused  to  participate 
in  an  open  meeting  with  Harvard 
students.  Lt.  Valerie  Bruce,  direc¬ 
tor  of  public  information  for  Navy 
recruiting  in  the  Northeast,  is 
quoted  in  several  accounts  as  saying 
that  since  the  Navy  is  a  volunteer 
organization  it  is  under  no  obliga¬ 
tion  to  explain  its  hiring  practices. 
But  a  Navy  spokesperson  in  the 
Pentagon  told  GCN  that  nothing 
reported  so  far  represents  the 
Navy’s  position.  The  Navy  has  not 
made  a  decision,  he  said,  because 
there  has  as  yet  been  no  official 
contact  with  Harvard.  He  added 
that  in  any  case  Navy  policy  is  a 
“mirror  of  Department  of  Defense 
policy.”

aclu  revises  gay  rights  handbook 

NEW  YORK  —  The  American  Civil  Liberties 
Uniorl  (ACLU)  has  announced  the  publication  of  a 
revised  edition  of  their  handbook  entitled  The  Rights 
of  Gay  People. 

This  handbook  described  the  recent  advances 
and  continuing  obstacles  in  the  daily  lives  of  gay  peo¬ 
ple  in  every  area,  from  freedom  of  speech  to  employ¬ 
ment,  to  immigration,  to  housing,  public  accommoda¬ 
tions  and  the  family. 

The  Rights  of  Gay  People  includes  an  updated 
state-by-state  review  of  criminal  statutes  relating  to 
consensual  homosexual  acts  between  adults  and  a 
list  of  groups  willing  to  assist  gay  men  and  lesbians 
in  securing  legal  help.

campaign  fund  head  steps  down 

WASHINGTON  —  The  director  of  the  Gay  Rights 
National  Lobby  (GRNL)  announced  on  March  10  that 
he  will  resign  as  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund  (HRCF),  according  to 
the  Washington  Blade. 

Steve  Endean,  will  remain  with  the  HRCF  in  the 
capacity  of  treasurer,  but  will  relinquish  all  other 
HRCF  duties.  Endean’s  announcement  follows  a 
March  4-5  meeting  of  the  HRCF  board  of  directors 
during  which  board  members  questioned  the  wisdom 
of  Endean’s  continuingto  administer  three  organiza¬ 
tions  at  once.  He  is  also  head  of  the  Right  to  Privacy 
Foundation. 

The  HRCF  is  an  independent  political  action 
committee,  thepurposes  of  which  is  to  raise  funds  for 
distribution  to  candidates  supportive  of  gay  rights.  In 
1982,  HRCF  raised  and  distributed  nearly  $600,000  for 
key  congressional  races. 


military  “no  problem”  for  mit 

BOSTON  —  Although  about  a  half  dozen  law 
schools  and  now  two  undergraduate  schools  have 
taken  steps  to  ban  U.S.  armed  forces  recruiters  from 
their  campuses,  an  official  at  Massachusetts  In¬ 
stitute  of  Technology  was  quoted  by  the  MIT  Tech  as 
saying  military  discrimination  against  gays  hasn’t 
“triggered  any  problems.” 

Robert  K.  Weatherall,  director  of  career  planning 
and  placement,  explained  that  MIT  requires  employ¬ 
ers  who  wish  to  recruit  sign  a  form  verifying  that  it 
“considers  candidates  without  regard  to  race,  creed, 
color,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  handicap  or  sexual 
orientation.”  Military  recruiters  sign  the  form  and 
Weatherall  said,  “I  don’t  think  we  should  make  it  a 
problem.” 

The  campus  gay  and  lesbian  group,  Gays  at  MIT, 
disagrees  and  is  considering  further  action  to 
guarantee  recruiters  at  MIT  will  not  discriminate  on 
the  basis  of  sexual  orientation. 


north  Carolina  gay  students  insulted  by  ad 

CHAPEL  HILL,  NC  —  Gay  Students  here  were 
targets  of  inter-school  rivalry  in  the  February  18 
publication  of  “The  Daily  Tar  Heal,”  a  pre-basketball 
game  spoof  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill  campus  daily  newspaper  The  Daily  Tar 
Heel,  by  neighboring  North  Carolina  State  University, 
according  to  the  Lambda  newsletter  of  the  Carolina 
Gay  Association  (CGA). 

While  some  gays  found  the  issue  humorous, 
others  took  exception  to  a  composite  ad  for  “The 
Queer  Hunter,”  a  movie  starring  "Charles  Bronson, 
Truman  Capote  and  Peter  O’Toole,  now  playing  at  a 
theatre  near  you.”  The  composite  pictured  two  men 
climbing  steps  and  holding  hands  and,  in  the 
foreground,  someone  training  a  rifle  on  the  couple. 

The  ad  originally  ran  last  April  Fool’s  Day  in  the 
NCSU’s  newspaper.  Several  letter  writers  accused 
the  editors  of  objectifying  homosexuals  and  inciting 
anti-gay  violence. 

A  letter  from  the  CGA  president  to  NCSU’s  paper 
chided  them  for  insensitivity  and  demanded  an 
apology,  but  no  response  has  yet  been  received. 


jail  director  changes  tune  on  prisoner 
rapes 

WASHINGTON  —  The  Washington  Post  reports 
that  the  director  of  corrections  in  Prince  George’s 
County  has  shown  a  marked  change  of  attitude 
toward  rapes  and  sexual  assaults  which  have  occur¬ 
red  in  a  county  detention  facility. 

Twelve  indictments  have  been  handed  down  in 
connection  with  the  assaults,  as  well  as  a  civil  suit 
filed  by  the  ACLU  Prison  Project  on  behalf  of  one  of 
the  victims. 

Arnett  Gaston  had  previously  stated  he  did  not 
believe  the  rapes  had  occurred.  However,  he  recently 
was  quoted  as  saying  that  there  is  a  problem  at  the 
facility  and  that  he  was  “shocked”  to  learn  that 
assaults  frequently  take  place  at  the  jail.  Gaston  may 
be  responding  to  the  comments  of  a  newly  elected 
county  executive  who  is  reported  to  be  considering  a 
major  shake-up  of  the  administration  at  the  troubled 
facility. 


medical  students  come  out  in  Cleveland 

CLEVELAND  —  A  group  of  lesbian  and  gay  medi¬ 
cal  students  continued  a  tradition  of  visibility  at  the 
American  Medical  Student  Association’s  (AMSA) 
33rd  annual  convention  in  Cleveland,  March  2-6,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Beth  Cookson  of  the  University  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Medical  School  in  Worcester. 

Workshops  and  organizational  meetings  spon¬ 
sored  by  Lesbian  and  Gay  People  in  Medicine (LGPIM) 
drew  from  40-80  of  the  approximately  1000  students 
at  the  convention.  Open  and  closeted  gay  students 
ran  for  a  number  of  national  offices. 

LGPIM  sponsored  three  workshops.  The  first  fea¬ 
tured  Dr.  Roger  Enlow,  director  of  the  New  YorkCity 
Office  on  Gay  and  Lesbian  Health  Concerns,  who  pro¬ 
vided  an  update  on  AIDS.  A  second  workshop  focused 
on  sexual  abuse  of  children  with  an  emphasis  on 
debunking  myths  of  gays  as  child  molestors.  And  in 
the  third,  a  panel  discussed  the  importance  of  a  non- 
judgmental  and  open-minded  approach  to  taking 
medical  histories.

“gay  reputation”  opinion  to  have  no  impact 

CHARLESTOWN,  WV  —  According  to  the 
Washington  Blade,  the  state  superintendent  of 
schools  in  West  Virginia  is  seeking  to  downplay  the 
significance  of  an  anti-gay  opinion  issued  by  that 
state’s  attorney  general.  (See  related  story  in  GCN 
Vol.  10,  No.  34.) 

Dr.  Roy  Truby,  superintendent  of  the  state’s  55 
county  school  systems,  said  he  does  not  believe  the 
opinion  will  have  any  impact  “at  all,  period”  on 
teachers.  The  opinion  said  that  a  public  school 
teacher  could  be  dismissed  if  he/she  is  openly  gay  be¬ 
cause  the  teacher’s  reputation  as  a  gay  person  would 
adversely  affect  his/her  ability  to  teach.  The  opinion 
also  said  that  it  was  not  necessary  that  overtly  sexual 
acts  be  witnessed,  but  that  simply  being  “known”  as 
a  gay  person  was  sufficient  grounds  for  removal. 

Truby  also  said  that  the  opinion  does  not 
obligate  the  state  to  go  in  and  find  out  whether  or  not 
a  teacher  is  gay. 


missouri  men  harassed  and  jailed  in 
boy  love  cases 

JOPLIN  —  A  Missouri  man  has  received  a  seven 
year  sentence  in  the  state  penitentiary  on  charges  of 
engaging  in  sex  with  minors  while  similar  charges 
were  dropped  against  eleven  other  men,  according  to 
the  Gay  News-Telegraph  of  St.  Louis. 

A  total  of  eighteen  men  were  indicted  as  a  result 
of  a  grand  jury  investigation  in  Jasper  Country, 
Missouri.  The  eleven  whose  charges  were  dropped 
had  all  entered  pleas  of  innocent  and  the  prosecuting 
attorney  has  admitted  that  he  was  not  able  to  get 
anyone  to  testify  against  them.  The  young  men  in¬ 
volved  were  in  their  early  teens  and  the  prosecuting 
attorney  has  said  that  of  the  fifteen  to  thirty  cases  be¬ 
ing  considered,  only  one  involved  the  use  of  force. 

The  man  sentenced  to  prison  is  one  of  a  group  of 
seven  men  who  entered  pleas  of  guilty.  Sentencing 
will  continue  through  April  and  observers  say  the 
judge  is  obviously  biased  in  favor  of  the  prosecution. 
The  judge  has  also  indicated  that  with  his  seven-year 
sentence  of  the  first  defendant,  he  is  “setting  an  ex¬ 
ample  for  others,” 

The  Gay  News-Telegraph  reports  that  local  gays 
have  been  very  critical  of  the  investigation.  They  have 
pointed  out  that  it  has  been  conducted  in  a  public 
manner  with  full  disclosure  of  names  and  addresses 
and  dramatic  arrests  in  public  and  work  places. 

Activists  also  say  that  the  prosecuting  attorney 
is  using  the  investigation  as  a  springboard  to  run  for 
higher  office  and  has  created  an  atmosphere  of  panic 
by  urging  parents  to  “be  vigilant”  when  it  comes  to 
“the  threat  of  homosexuality.”  Gays  have  also  ob¬ 
served  that  the  investigation  is  a  waste  of  the 
county’s  time  and  resources. 


book  banning  bandwagons 

NILES,  Ml  —  In  southwestern  Michigan,  fun¬ 
damentalists  visited  a  number  of  public  libraries, 
scanning  card  catalogues,  and  making  photocopies. 
The  Reverend  David  McQuade  of  Life  Action 
Ministries  asked  the  board  of  the  Niles  Community 
Library  to  “reconsider”  four  books  on  homosexuality 
and  to  place  them  on  a  shelf  to  be  restricted  for 
"adult”  books.  , 

Area  residents  were  then  told  to  organize  on  the 
behalf  of  the  library  and  First  Ammendment  values. 
The  National  Coalition  Against  Censorship,  an  organ¬ 
ization  that  works  to  protect  First  Amendment  rights, 
worked  closely  with  them,  furnishing  materials  and 
suggestions.  Their  statement  of  support  for  the  Niles 
Library  said  in  part:  “No  group  has  the  right  to  impose 
its  own  ideas  of  politics,  morality  or  religion  on  other 
members  of  a  democratic  society.  Freedom  does  not 
exist  if  it  is  given  only  to  the  accepted  and  inoffen¬ 
sive.” 
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Forum  Discussion  Marked  by  Tolerance 


Audience  Heralds  New  Chapter  In  Sex  Debate?

NEW  YORK  —  A  public  forum 
entitled  “The  Feminist  Movement 
and  Lesbian  S/M”  ended  with 
more  laughs  than  name-calling, 
thanks  to  many  of  the  150  women 
who  attended  on  March  16.  The 
discussion  began  differently  and 
threatened  to  resemble  the  long, 
narrow  room  into  which  we  were 
crammed.  Instead,  women  broke 
some  of  the  barriers  around  the 
s/m  issue  by  speaking,  at  times 
with  humor,  about  personal  exper¬ 
iences  and  anxieties  in  finding  their 
own  sexual  styles.  The  tone  of  the 
evening  showed  that  many  les¬ 
bians’  tolerance  and  need  for  ex¬ 
ploring  sexual  topics  has  been 
overshadowed  by  a  few  women 
with  minds  already  made  up  on 
such  subject. 

The  event  was  organized  by 
Radical  Women,  a  socialist 
feminist  group,  and  held  at  New 
York  University’s  Lobe  Student 
Center. 

“I  thought  it  was  a  fairly  decent 
beginning  discussion,  a  good  be¬ 
ginning  step,”  said  Maxine  Reigel, 
Radical  Women’s  New  York 
organizer  and  the  evening’s 
moderator.  “Several  women  told 
me  they  really  appreciated  it.  The 
history  of  this  debate  has  been  very 
hostile.” 

The  debate  about  lesbian  s/m 
and  feminism  has  deeply  divided 
and  confused  women  all  across  the 
country;  this  forum  may  have  been 
a  turning  point  and  the  start  of 
more  open  and  supportive  discus¬ 
sion  in  the  New  York  community. 
Only  one  year  ago,  the  community 
was  shaken  by  Women  Against 
Pornography’s  (WAP)  protest  of 
the  Barnard’s  Scholar  and  Fem¬ 
inist  Conference  on  Sex.  Women 
wearing  t-shirts  that  said  “Against 
S  and  M”  and  “For  a  Feminist 
Sexuality”  handed  out  leaflets 
naming  many  lesbians  in  the  com¬ 
munity  as  unfeminist  and  not  fit  to 
speak  either  because  they  par¬ 
ticipated  or  did  not  condemn  s/m. 

Articles  in  the  feminist  press 


around  the  country  and  the 
publication  of  a  book,  Against 
Sado-Masochism,  Toward  a 
Feminist  Sexuality ,  all  concerned 
with  lesbian  and  gay  sexual  prac¬ 
tices  increased  a  peculiar  sense  of 
division  among  radicals. 

This  made  the  structure  of  the 
recent  forum  worrisome.  Radical 
Women  had  invited  speakers  from 
WAP  and  from  the  Lesbian  Sex 
Mafia  (LSM)  to  head  off  the  even¬ 
ing.  Since  LSM  is  a  support  group 
for  any  consensual  sex,  the  even¬ 
ing  seemed  designed  to  pit  WAP’s 
feminism  against  LSM’s  depravi¬ 
ty,  with  Radical  Women  as 
refei’ee. 

The  audience,  however,  was 
made  up  of  a  variety  of  women 
outside  these  organizations, 
especially  since  both  groups  are 
very  small.  The  audience  later 
dominated  the  evening  with  a 
wider  range  of  viewpoints.  The 
speakers  offered  somewhat  predic¬ 
table  opinions. 

Sheila  Rohrer,  of  WAP,  de¬ 
scribed  s/m  as  “an  extension  of 
heterosexual  institutions”  and 
“the  eroticization  of  oppression.” 
She  said  that  in  WAP’s  analysis, 
women’s  oppression  is  “fun¬ 
damentally  sexual.”  Rohrer  said, 
“The  feminist  movement  must 
confront  lesbian  s/m.” 

Rohrer  quoted  the  usual  easy 
targets,  Pat  Califia  and  Amber 
Hollibaugh  —  and  pointed  out  the 
“flaws”  in  their  personal  fan¬ 
tasies.  Califia  and  Hollibaugh  are 
among  the  few  lesbians  who  have 
written  explicitly  about  sex  —  the 
same  topic  which  drew  the  crowd 
to  this  discussion  and  about  which 
lesbians  keep  asking  for  more. 

Rohrer  herself  complained  that 
discussions  on  sexuality  were  stifl¬ 
ed  by  judgmental  responses  among 
lesbians.  Later  in  the  evening, 
another  WAP  member  admitted 
“Maybe  we  have  -to  talk  more 
about  what  we  do.  We  seem  to 
have  illusions  about  each  other. 
We’re  sexual,  too,  you  know.” 

Susan  Williams  of  Radical 


Women  made  some  mixed  and 
some  novel  observations.  She 
criticized  feminists  like  those  in 
N.O.W.  (National  Organization 
for  Women)  and  Betty  Friedan  for 
their  shift  to  the  right  and  especial¬ 
ly  for  their  abandonment  of  les¬ 
bians,  “S/m  practitioners  are  vic¬ 
timized  and  arrested  in  our  socie¬ 
ty,”  she  said.  “Nonetheless,  s/m 
is  inherently  sexist  and  patriarchal. 
I’ve  never  seen  a  cogent  explana¬ 
tion  of  why  it- is  not  (sexist  and 
patriarchal)  in  lesbian  relation¬ 
ships.” 

Williams  also  criticized  attempts 
like  WAP’s  to  call  some  women 
unfeminist  because  of  their  sexual¬ 
ity.  “I’ve  often  been  red-baited 
and  shoved  aside  in  the  women’s 
movement,”  she  said.  Then  she 
warned  against  focusing  on  per¬ 
sonal  lifestyles  instead  of  changing 
material  conditions  to  win  equali¬ 
ty.  This  contrasted  with  WAP’s 
assertion  that  women’s  oppression 
is  primarily  sexual. 

Unlike  WAP  and  Radical  Wom¬ 
en,  LSM  is  a  support  group  and  so

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  By  a 
razor-thin  margin  of  three  votes, 
the  Alice  B.  Toklas  Memorial 
Democratic  Club  joined  the  Con¬ 
cerned  Republicans  for  Individual 
Rights  (CRIR)  in  becoming  the  se¬ 
cond  —  and  the  only  Democratic 
Party-affiliated  —  gay  political 
organization  to  support  Mayor 
Dianne  Feinstein  in  her  battle  to  re¬ 
main  in  office.  A  ballot  question 
regarding  the  recall  of  the  mayor 
will  be  voted  on  by  San  Franciscans 
on  April  26. 

A  total  of  222  votes  were  cast  at 
the  March  14  meeting  with  the 
following  breakdown:  73  yes  —  in 
favor  of  recall  (33%),  137  no 
(61%),  and  12  “no  position”  (6%). 
60%  was  required  for  the  club  to 
take  a  position. 

Alice  was  founded  in  1972  and 
was  the  nation’s  first  gay  Demo¬ 
cratic  club.  Although  it  remains  a 
predominantly  gay  organization,  it 
includes  within  its  membership 
many  heterosexuals  —  estimated  at 
20%  —  and  several  local  politi¬ 
cians. Both  these  groups  were  heavi¬ 
ly  in  favor  of  a  pro-Feinstein  posi¬ 
tion. 

Previous  to  the  Alice  vote,  CRIR 
had  also  voted  by  a  hair  to  endorse 
Feinstein.  In  contrast,  the  other  two 
San  Francisco  gay  political  organi¬ 
zations,  Stonewall  Gay  Democratic 
Club  and  the  Harvey  Milk  Gay 
Democratic  Club,  had  both  voted 
by  overwhelming  margins,  41-3  and 
92-17  respectively,  to  back  the 
recall. 

Unlike  the  other  club  endorse¬ 
ment  sessions,  there  was  no  formal 
presentation  of  the  arguments 
regarding  recall  at  the  Alice 
meeting.  Instead,  thirty  one- 
minute  “speeches”  were  given  by 
members,  with  the  positions  alter¬ 
nating. 

Mayor  Feinstein  herself  had  in¬ 
itially  been  scheduled  by  the  club  to 
appear  —  with  the  attendant  pub¬ 
licity —  but  she  was,  in  fact,  out  of 
town  on  official  business.  Alice 
President,  Randy  Stallings,  apolo¬ 
gized  for  the  “misconception”  and 
stressed  that  “no  deception”  was 
intended.  Her  schedule,  Stallings 
admitted,  “had  never  allowed  her 
to  be  here.” 

Several  well-known  lesbian  and 
gay  activists  spoke  in  favor  of 
Feinstein.  Lesbian  activist  Del  Mar¬ 
tin  gave  what  she  considered  “a 
lesson  in  gay  history.”  Martin 
alluded  to  the  origins  of  the  gay 
movement  in  “street  theatre”  and 
traced  subsequent  organizing  and 
influence-building,  which  she  felt 


political  analysis  is  not  its  strong 
suit.  Carol  Demech  spoke  as  a 
member,  not  a  representative  of 
the  group.  She  acknowledged  that 
exploring  sexuality  and  power  is 
scarey,  but  said  “S/m  is  not  done 
for  political  reasons  —  just  as  be¬ 
ing  a  lesbian  isn’t  —  but  it’s 
become  political.” 

Instead  of  just  discussing  why 
lesbians  “do  it,”  Demech  turned 
the  question  around  and  asked 
why  her  sexuality  is  a  matter  of 
public  debate.  She  compared  ac¬ 
cusations  from  straights  (“she  eats 
pussy”)  to  those  from  feminists 
(“she  tortures  pussy”).  “But  the 
real  issues  are  racism,  anti- 
Semitism,  ageism,  the  economy, 
....  We  don’t  need  to  be  spend¬ 
ing  so  much  time  arguing  about 
what  goes  on  in  women’s  bed¬ 
rooms  between  consenting 
adults.” 

In  spite  of  the  applause  Demech 
got  for  these  statements,  the  au¬ 
dience  stuck  with  the  topic  for  the 
next  hour  and  a  half.  The  discus¬ 
sion  was  at  times  tense  or  critical. 


had  made  the  biggest  difference  in 
the  lives  of  lesbians  and  gay  men. 
She  then  equated  the  pro-recall 
positions  of  the  Stonewall  and  Milk 
clubs  with  “street  theatre”  and 
Alice  with  “the  organizers”  and 
influence  builders. 

Those  speaking  in  favor  of  recall 
focuses  on  what  they  called  her 
“string  of  broken  promises,”  both 
to  the  lesbian  and  gay  community 
and  the  progressive  movement.  She 
was  accused  of  conducting  a 
generally  conservative  administra¬ 
tion,  after  her  election  in  1979  with 
substantial  gay  and  progressive 
support.

BOSTON  —  An  organization  re¬ 
cently  formed  in  this  city  has  an¬ 
nounced  its  plans  for  representing 
the  interests  of  lesbian  and  gay 
voters  in  municipal  elections. 

At  a  press  conference  held  on 
March  23,  the  Boston  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Political  Alliance  (BLGPA) 
officially  launched  Boston  Gay 
Vote  '83,  a  campaign  to  survey  and 
rate  candidates,  to  register  voters 
and  to  organize  the  city’s  gay 
residents  into  effective  neigh¬ 
borhood  political  groups. 

“No  longer  will  any  candidate’s 
silence  on  lesbian  and  gay  issues  be 
accepted  as  benign  neglect,”  said 
BLGPA  chairperson  Eric  Rofes  in 
his  opening  remarks.  “No  longer 
will  the  slurs  of  ignorant  bigots  be 
excused  or  silently  accepted  and  no 
longer  will  token  gestures  merit  the 
gratitude  of  this  community.” 

According  to  BLGPA  member 
Ann  Maguire,  candidate’s  nights 
for  the  mayoral,  city  council  and 
school  committee  races  have  al¬ 
ready  been  planned  for  late  May 
and  early  June.  Members  of  the  or¬ 
ganization,  of  which  there  are  al¬ 
ready  about  100,  will  endorse  can¬ 
didates  on  the  basis  of  their  state¬ 
ments  at  those  events  and  elsewhere 
during  the  campaign. 

In  answer  to  a  reporter’s  ques¬ 
tion,  Maguire  said  that  it  is  not  the 
intention  of  the  organization  to  rate 
candidates  solely  on  the  basis  of 


but  nearly  all  of  it  tolerant,  es¬ 
pecially  as  women  loosened  up. 
The  greatest  amount  of  criticism 
fell  on  political  interpretations  of 
any  individual’s  fantasy.  Some 
women  desribed  the  confusion 
that  same  approach  caused  them 
during  the  early  part  of  the  lesbian 
movement. 

The  relative  ease  with  which 
women  exchanged  viewpoints  was 
encouraging  to  many  and  surpris¬ 
ing  to  quite  a  few.  It  might  have 
been  a  little  different  if  accusations 
by  Sheila  Rhorer  against  some 
women  had  been  addressed;  if  re¬ 
ferences  to  s/m  were  more  explicit; 
if  LSM  members  had  not  refrained 
from  wearing  their  leather  and 
WAP  members  their  t-shirts. 

.  These  are  all  items  that  raise  the 
emotional  level  and  eventually 
must  be  addressed  in  ongoing 
discussions.  Such  discussions  have 
yet  to  develop,  but  women  laid 
good  groundwork  last  week  by 
listening  to  each  other  without 
making  cliche  distinctions  about 
correct  and  incorrect  politics. 


police  brutality  were  cited  and 
vehemently  denounced. 

Observers  agree  that  the  main 
opposition  to  Feinstein  is  probably 
located  in  the  gay  community.  They 
further  agree  that  the  Milk  club  is 
'he  most  credible  electoral  organi¬ 
zation  in  the  pro-recall  campaign. 

Carole  Migden,  president  of  the 
Milk  club,  says  her  club  will  com¬ 
mit  a  substantial  amount  of  re¬ 
sources  to  the  effort  and  hopes  to 
raise  around  $20,000  by  the  end  of 
the  campaign.  The  club  plans  an  ex¬ 
tensive  street  and  precinct  mobiliza¬ 
tion  and  has  already  registered  ap¬ 
proximately  100-200  voters  each 
weekend  on  Castro  and  Polk 
streets. 


their  positions  on  lesbian  and  gay 
rights  but  to  make  those  positions 
one  of  the  significant  factors. 

BLGPA  spokesperson  Tim 
McFeeley  told  reporters  that  in  the 
event  a  number  of  candidates  for 
the  same  office  claim  to  support 
gay  rights,  as  has  happened  in  some 
districts  in  the  past,  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  membership  will  decide 
whom  to  endorse. 

When  asked  whether  a  BLGPA 
endorsement  might  cost  a  candi¬ 
date  votes  in  some  districts, 
Maguire  pointed  out  that  the  en¬ 
dorsement  would  be  publicized  on¬ 
ly  within  the  gay  community.  Rofes 
added  that  extensive  right  wing 
publicity  about  their  support  for 
gay  rights  had  failed  to  unseat  a 
single  sponsor  of  the  national  gay 
rights  bill. 

McFeeley  spoke  of  the  tradition 
of  neighborhood  organizing  in 
Boston  elections.  He  said  that 
although  such  organizing  is  more 
difficult  with  lesbians  and  gay  men, 
the  recently-instituted  district  city 
council  elections  make  it  an  impor¬ 
tant  part  of  the  BLGPA  plan.  He 
said  neighborhood  events,  in¬ 
cluding  voter  registration,  have 
been  planned.  McFeeley  added  that 
after  the  elections  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  organizations  will  serve  as 
watchdogs  over  elected  officials.

Gay  Club  Backs  Feinstein 
In  Mayoral  Recall  Drive 


“Gay  Vote  '83” 
Begun  This  Week 
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fair  housing 

To  The  Editor: 

Your  article  on  housing  discrimination  and  fair 
housing  policies  in  Boston,  in  the  last  issue  of 
GCjV  has  prompted  this  letter. 

The  Vermont  State  Legislature  is  currently  con¬ 
sidering  a  Fair  Housing  Bill.  This  bill  was  also  in¬ 
spired  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  as  when  Vermont  has 
“substantially  equivalent”  housing  laws  it  will 
receive  more  money  from  HUD.  Currently,  Ver¬ 
mont  does  not  have  legislation  barring 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex.  This  bill  will 
rectify  that  oversight.  It  will  also  bar  discrimina¬ 
tion  on  the  basis  of  families  with  children,  source 
of  income  and  marital  status. 

The  bill  was  drafted  by  the  Vermont  Fair  Hous¬ 
ing  Coalition  (VFHC),  a  group  in  which  I  was  a 
member  in  my  capacity  as  an  urban  planner.  I 
asked  that  sexual  orientation  be  included  in  the 
bill.  Central  Vermont  Gay  Men  and  Integrity- 
Burlington  sent  representatives  to  VFHC  to  stress 
the  importance  of  the  inclusion  of  sexual  orienta¬ 
tion  and  it  was  included  in  the  draft  bill.  Then 
without  warning,  Rep.  Peter 
Youngbaer(D-Plainfield),  the  bill’s  sponsor, 
dropped  sexual  orientation  from  the  bill  when  he 
introduced  it  to  the  legislature.  His  explanation 
was  that  the  inclusion  of  sexual  orientation  would 
be  the  kiss  of  death  to  the  bill. 

He  has  a  point.  Last  year  in  legislation  regard¬ 
ing  Battered  Women’s  Shelters  it  was  proposed 
that  unmarried  women  could  use  the  shelters. 
Some  bright  legislator  figured  out  that  lesbians 
would  then  be  eligible  to  use  these  facilities  and 
introduced  an  amendment  that  would  specifically 
prohibit  lesbians  from  using  the  shelters,  and  it 
passed  unanimously.  Not  one  legislator  raised  so 
much  as  an  objection.  Homophobia  runs  ram¬ 
pant  in  the  Vermont  Legislature. 

As  a  feminist  I  desperately  want  this  bill  passed 
to  protect  women,  particularly  single  women  with 
children.  The  marital  status  provision  would  pro¬ 
vide  some  protection  to  gays,  but  still,  as  a  lesbian 

1  am  furious  at  the  exclusion  of  sexual  orienta¬ 
tion.  At  this  time,  in  this  case,  it  seems  that  my 
feminist  politics  are  at  odds  with  my  gay  politics 
and  I  am  unsure  of  how  to  procede.  For  any  in¬ 
terested  Vermonters  who  wish  to  testify  about 
their  experiences  with  housing  discrimination,  at 
one  or  all  of  the  public  hearings  before  the 
General  and  Military  Affairs  (!)  Committee,  the 
first  such  hearing  is  Thursday,  March  10,  1983  at 

2  p.m.  in  Room  9  of  the  State  House  in  Mont¬ 
pelier.  Questions  about  testifying  should  be 
directed  to  VFHC,  c/o  John  Durgin;  Southern 
Vermont  Community  Action  Council,  Box  396, 
Bellows  Falls,  VT  05701.

I  couldn’t  quite  identify  with  the 
characters  though  (guess  why?),  as  a  lot  of  the 
movie  revolved  around  heterosexual  love,  affec¬ 
tion,  alienation,  all  things  we  have  felt,  of  course, 
but  Where  Are  The  Queers?

Sayles  of  ignorance  of  us,  at  all,  especially  now, 
after  seeing  Lianna.

Dear  GCN, 

The  gay  community  and  its  friends  are  out¬ 
raged  by  the  recent  press  coverage  of  the  “man/- 
boy  love”  stories.  The  claim  that  a  hated  group 
represents  a  danger  to  children  is  one  of  the  tradi¬ 
tional  ploys  in  the  rhetoric  of  bigotry.  The  seem¬ 
ingly  deliberate  journalistic  confusion  between 
homosexuality  and  pedophilia  carries  on  the 
tradition. 

Homosexuality  and  pedophilia  are  not  the 
same.  Homosexuality  is  an  orientation  where  the 
primary  sexual,  emotional,  and  affectional  at¬ 
tractions  are  toward  members  of  the  same  sex. 
Pedophilia  is  adult  sexual  attraction  toward  chil¬ 
dren.  Ninety  per  cent  of  cases  of  sexual  congress 
between  an  adult  and  a  child  involve  an  adult 
male  and  a  female  child.  Yet  we  never  see  head¬ 
lines  trumpeting  stories  about  “heterosexual  kid¬ 
die  porn  rings”  or  “heterosexual  sex  clubs  for 
adults  and  kids.”  Indeed,  one  conservative  writer 
claimed  that  the  seduction  of  an  adolescent  fe¬ 
male  by  her  male  teacher,  while  reprehensible, 
was  “fully  natural.” 

The  Institute  for  the  Protection  of  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Youth  is  an  organization  within  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  dedicated  to  addressing  the  problems  of 
our  young  people.  The  New  York  City  Parents 
and  Friends  of  Lesbians  and  Gay  Men  has  similar 
interests.  We  have  no  hesitation  in  condemning 
any  sexual  involvement  between  an  adult  and  a 
prepubescent  child,  male  or  female.  Such  involve¬ 
ment  can  only  be  harmful  and  children  must  be 
protected  from  adults  who  would  so  use  them. 

We  do  insist,  however,  that  gay  and  lesbian  ad¬ 
olescents  must  be  considered  within  the  context  of 
teenage  sexuality.  Our  society  has  never  fully  ad¬ 
dressed  the  problems  of  young  people  who  are 


own  movie  to  keep  from  eventually  asking, 
“Where  Are  All  The  Semi-Tall,  Red-Bearded, 
Ivy-League-Escapee  Male  White  Former-

thank  him  for  Lianna.  Now  if  it  could  only  get  big 
play  at  the  Park  Forest  Lake  Plaza  Eight  subur¬ 
ban  movie  theatre  mall  complex  cinamas,  where 
Those  Out  There  can  see,  yes,  we  can  love,  we  can 
feel,  we  can  make  our  own  decisions  and  maybe 
see,  yes,  we,  like  they,  are  human. 

Thanks,  Cindy,  for  answering  my  question. 
Only  one  comment:  you  wondered  about  the 
kids,  how  does  it  work  out  for  them?  Well,  it’s 
Lianna’s  film.  It  was  her  life  after  the  separation, 
she  probably  wondered  about  them  too.  Maybe 
John  Sayles  could  make  a  film  answering,  “What 
about  the  children  of  lesbian  mothers  who 
leave?”

sexually  mature  physically  but  have  yet  to  learn 
how  to  manage  their  sexuality.  For  heterosexually 
oriented  adolescents,  problems  center  around  in¬ 
adequate  sex  education,  peer  pressure  to  have  sex, 
venereal  disease,  and  pregnancy.  Gay  youth  have 
the  same  problems  but  face  additional  ones  be¬ 
cause  of  their  need  to  hide.  If  their  sexual  orienta¬ 
tion  is  discovered,  they  face  humiliation,  vio¬ 
lence,  and  even  possible  expulsion  from  their 
families.  The  fear  and  isolation  imposed  on  these 
young  people  and  the  lack  of  programs  directed 
toward  helping  them  with  their  problems  make 
them  prime  targets  for  exploitation  by  adults. 

Gay  people  do  not  differ  from  their  heterosex¬ 
ual  counterparts  in  a  des  ire  to  nurture  and  pro¬ 
tect  children.  Indeed,  many  gay  people  are  them¬ 
selves  parents.  It  is  insulting  that  gay  people  must 
take  a  public  stand  against  child  molestation.  No 
one  asks  the  heterosexually  oriented  to  defend 
themselves  in  this  way.  The  widespread  accep¬ 
tance  of  the  traditional  slander  and  the  necessity 
for  a  public  disclaimer  exemplify  the  fear  and  ha¬ 
tred  directed  against  gay  people. 

The  gay  comminity  and  its  friends  cannot  allow 
the  slanderous  equation  of  homosexuality  and 
pedophilia  to  remain  unchallenged.  But  beyond 
responding  to  prejudicial  accusations,  we  will 
continue  to  work  to  make  lesbian  and  gay  adoles¬ 
cents  less  prone  to  exploitation  of  any  kind  by  t  ry- 
ing  to  alleviate  the  fear  and  hatred  that  stigmatize 
and  isolate  them.

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GCN:  The  First  Ten  Years  Volume  2 

1974-1975 


Gay  Community  News  was  founded  in  1973  by  an  ad  hoc 
group  of  gay  activists  who  were  then  meeting  at  the 
Charles  Street  Meetinghouse.  This  newsletter  met  a 
critical  need  in  Boston’s  fledgling  gay  movement:  com¬ 
munication  between  groups.  When  we  could  not  talk 
together,  did  not  know  who  was  out  there,  we  could  not 
become  an  effective  social  and  political  force. 

Many  things  have  changed  in  the  last  ten  years  —  at 
GCN,  in  the  lesbian  and  gay  community,  and  in  the  world 
at  large.  GCN  has  strived  to  stay  abreast  of  those  changes, 
and  has  often  worked  to  make  them  happen.  In  this  ten 
part  series,  we  want  to  shartf  some  of  the  history  of  GCN, 
its  role  in  Boston,  and  its  relationship  to  the  lesbian  and 
gay  movement  in  this  country. 


Summary  of  Volume  2  by  Jil  Clark  and  Jeremy  Grainger 

1975  was  GCN  staff  member  Nancy  Wechsler’s 
beginning  year  at  the  paper.  Her  first  article  on  an  up¬ 
coming  Lesbian  History  conference  in  Los  Angeles 
appeared  in  Volume  2,  Number  32,  February  1,  1975. 
She  has  been  around  the  paper  in  many  different 
capacities  since  then  and  continues  to  plug  away  as 
our  typesetter  and  staff  writer. 


The  big  news  in  the  first  half  of  volume  2  was  the  suc¬ 
cessful  campaign  of  lesbian  Elaine  Noble  for  a  seat  in  the 
State  House  of  Representatives.  Noble  was  a  heroine  of 
many  poor  and  old  residents  of  Boston,  and  the  pride  and 
joy  of  thousands  of  lesbians  and  gay  men,  scores  of  whom 
worked  as  hard  as  she  did  in  her  campaign. 

“ Winning  Noble”  was  the  headline  of  the  September  21 
issue  which  reported  that  she  had  carried  every  precinct  of 
her  district  (Suffolk  Six)  on  primary  night: 

Thanking  her  volunteers  (as  her  mother  had  done  before 
her),  Elaine  stated  that  her  win  in  the  Suffolk  Six 
Democratic  Primary  was  “first,  a  victory  for  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  and  secondly,  for  people’s  rights.” 

Two  weeks  after  Noble’s  election,  in  the  November  30 
issue,  GCN  printed  an  article  by  Noble  entitled,  “ Looking 
In,  ”  a  self -revealing  account  of  the  “ split  ’  ’  between  lesbian 
and  straight  feminists  in  the  early  1 70s  and  the  sexism  of 
gay  men  in  that  same  era.  It  begins  .  .  . 

1  am  a  woman;  I  am  a  Lesbian;  I  am  a  feminist.  A  simple 
enough  statement  to  make  in  1973;  a  statement  acceptable 
and  even  praiseworthy  in  some  quarters.  To  make  it  so 
publicly  now  belies  the  pain,  fear,  rejection  and  humiliation 
attached  to  that  statement  for  the  past  four  years .  :  .  .  My 
“coming  out”  .  .  .  1968,  and  there  1  was,  girl  wonder. 
Advertising  executive  .  .  .  well-coiffed,  well-dressed,  well- 
fed  —  and  well-hidden  .... 

Lesbians  and  gay  male  protest  against  homophobia  in  the 
media  figure  prominently  in  volume  2.  In  the  July  6  issue, 
for  example.  Gay  Media  Action  announced  they  had 
chosen  the  Boston  Phoenix  as  the  target  of  their  annual 
Gay  Media  Zap.  In  the  same  issue,  GCN  reported  that 
members  of  GMA  and  the  Gay  Speakers  Bureau  had  met 
with  six  editors  and  writers  of  the  Boston  Globe  in  what 
they  termed  a  ‘‘consciousness-raising  session.  ” 

Protest  against  ABC’s  scheduled  airing  of  a  homophobic 
segment  of  ‘‘Marcus  Wetby,  M.D.  ”  made  front  page  news 
repeatedly  in  the  fall.  In  the  August  17  issue,  GCN  reported 


that  the  National  Gay  Task  Force  had  informed  the  net¬ 
work  that  the  script  of  “The  Outrage,  ”  which  dealt  with 
the  rape  of  a  14-year-old  boy  by  a  male  school  teacher,  was 
unacceptable  to  the  gay  community. 

Also  in  volume  2,  special  news  columns  for  most  of  the 
New  England  states,  including  “Maineline”  and  “Conn¬ 
ect,  ’’first  appeared. 

Volume  2  Number  1  June  29, 1974 

This  appeared  in  “React,  ”  the  letters  column: 

Gay  Pride  Week  1974  has  begun!  And  like  no  other  in 
the  past  a  sense  of  community,  a  word  tht  could  be  defined 
with  a  hundred  different  definitions,  seems  to  represent 
what  gay  sisters  and  sisters,  brothers  and  brothers,  and 
sisters  and  brothers  began  feeling  at  the  parade  on  Satur¬ 
day.  One  woman  in  the  crowd  [of  1 ,000  gay  New 
Englanders]  commented,  “I  remember  last  year  when  this 
rag  Gay  Community  News  first  appeared,  my  lover  brought 
it  home  and  showed  it  to  me.  My  response  was,  what  gay 
community?  And  now,  today,  I  see  it. 

Volume  2  Number  3  July  13, 1974 

The  following  appeared  on  Page  1: 

AMAZON  CONCERT 

Conference  72:  an  Amazon  Expedition  is  sponsoring  a 
concert  by  Meg  Christian,  feminist  singer-songwriter  from 
Washington,  D.C.,  this  Friday,  July  12,  at  the  Charles  St. 
Meetinghouse,  corner  of  Charles  &  Mt.  Vernon  Sts.  .  .  . 
Meg  has  recorded  for  Olivia  Records,  a  Washington,  D.C., 
based  women’s  record  company.  A  45  rpm  —  on  which  she 
sings  “Lady”  —  is  available  now,  and  a  long-playing 
album  is  in  the  works  now. 

And: 

NETWORKS  TO  INTERVIEW  GAYS 

The  Boston  gay  community  took  a  large  step  towards 
“legitimacy”  in  the  eyes  of  mass  media  last  week  when 
representatives  of  a  local  broadcast  group  interviewed  gay 
leaders  on  community  problems  and  suggested  solutions. 


The  “ascertainment”  interviews  were  made  by  RKO 
General  (WNAC-TV,  WRKO,  WROR-FM)  as  part  of 
license  renewal  requirements  listed  by  the  Federal  Com¬ 
munications  Commission. 

And  this  letter,  entitled  “transphobia,  ”  appeared  on  the 
letters  page:  ' 

In  this  time  of  struggle  against  oppression,  transsexuals 
are  still  being  oppressed  within  the  gay  community  .... 

The  other  week  there  was  a  concert  presented  by  several 
women  to  raise  funds  for  a  Lesbian  conference  to  be  held 
this  fall.  One  of  my  friends,  a  male-to-female  transsexual, 
asked  very  discreetly  and  politely  in  advance  if  she  could  at¬ 
tend  the  event,  which  was  billed  as  being  by  and  for 
women.  She  was  informed  that  if  she  attended  a  certain 
group  would  refuse  to  perform,  because  they  “simply  don’t 
perform  for  men”

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Minnie  Bruce  Pratt: 
Southern  Women 
Fight  Racism 


By  Ann  Holder 

Minnie  Bruce  Pratt  is  a  woman 
who  speaks  up,  and  in  the  act  of 
speaking  embodies  a  challenge  to 
the  conventions  of  the  culture  she 
comes  from.  Minnie  Bruce  Pratt  is 
a  white,  southern  lesbian.  She  is  a 
poet,  born  and  raised  in  Alabama, 
now  living  in  North  Carolina.  For 
the  last  several  years  she  has  been 
doing  research  on  the  history  of  the 
Ku  Klux  Klan.  On  March  31  and 
April  1  she  will  be  in  Boston  to  read 
her  poetry  and  speak  on  “Romance 
of  Violence,  Women  and  the 
Klan.” 

In  a  recent  interview,  she  explain¬ 
ed  that  the  impetus  for  the  research 
came  from  the  1979  murders  of  five 
Communist  Workers  Party  mem¬ 
bers  in  Greensboro,  NC.  The  sub¬ 
sequent  trial  led  to  acquittal  of  the 
Klansmen,  even  though  their  ac¬ 
tions  during  the  shooting  were 
recorded  on  film  and  shown 
nationwide.  In  thinking  about  the 
history  of  Klan  violence,  in  the 
aftermath  of  the  shootings,  she  be¬ 
gan  to  realize  how  many  people, 
herself  included,  fall  outside  the 
Klan  definition  of  acceptability  into 
“the  group  defined  as  less  than 
human  —  alien.” 

By  taking  up  this  work,  Pratt 


consciously  positions  herself  within 
a  long  history  of  women  who  have 
resisted  the  terms  of  womanhood 
imposed  by  white,  southern  socie¬ 
ty.  Women  like  Lillian  Smith  are 
part  of  a  little-known  but  powerful 
tradition  which  rejected  the  rule  of 
white  supremacy  and  implicitly 
challenged  the  myth  of  white, 
southern  womanhood.  Pratt  is  now 
part  of  a  five  woman  collective 
which  publishes  a  journal  called 
Feminary  (“A  Feminist  Journal  for 
the  South  Emphasizing  Lesbian  Vi¬ 
sions”).  The  intention  of  the 
Feminary  women  is  to  deepen  and 
enrich  that  historical  legacy  by 
making  explicit  connections  be¬ 
tween  race,  gender,  sexuality  and 
living  in  the  South. 

Pratt  says  that  more  than  any¬ 
thing  else,  her  work  on  the  Klan  has  <g 
driven  home  a  sense  of  the  connect-  ® 
edness  between  many  different  ? 
forms  of  oppression.  The  Klan,  she  g 
says,  “is  very  consistent  in  their  an-  ^ 
alysis  of  who  is  to  be  protected  and  c 
who  is  to  be  thrown  out  .  .  .  We  ^ 
have  a  lot  to  learn  about  our  m 
organizing  from  the  recognition  ^

Rhinos  appeared  in  graphics  and  photographs  throughout  GCN’s  second  year.  Rhinos?  That's  right!  The  rhinocheros  —  a  lavender 
colored  one,  of  course  —  was  picked  as  a  mascot/symbol  for  lesbians  and  gay  men  by  Gay  Media  Action-Advertising  (GMA-A)  as  part 
of  a  subway  advertising  campaign.  The  rhinoceros  was  chosen  according  to  GMA-A  member  Bernie  Toal  because,  “The  rhino  is  a  much 
maligned  and  misunderstood  animal  and  in  actuality  is  a  gentle  creature  —  but  don't  cross  him  or  her!  The  color  lavender  a  mixture  of 
pink  and  blue  expresses  the  merger  of  feminine  and  masculine  qualities  into  one:  the  human  quality."  (Vol.  2,  No. 24). 

GMA-A  had  over  nine  months  delay  and  legal  difficulties  in  getting  the  right  to  place  the  ad  on  the  “T”.  December  7,  1974's  (Vol.  2. 
No.  24)  issue  carried  a  lead  story  announcing  that  campaign  would  begin  December  1.  The  billboard  series  is  pictured  above. 


pression  of  transsexual  and  intersexual  people,  and  to  af¬ 
firm  a  vision  of  liberation  beyond  the  rigid  patriarchal 
definitions  of  sex  and  gender.  Until  the  lesbian  movement 
takes  an  uncompromising  stand  on  this  issue,  it  can  be 
revolutionary  of  Amazonian  only  in  the  most  Pickwickian 
sense. 

GCN’s  hound  on  Beacon  Hill,  David  Brill,  now  de¬ 
ceased,  had  already  begun  sniffing  around  the  capitol  and 
“ Talking  Politics,  ”  as  his  column  in  GCN  was  called.  After 
having  had  the  “distinct  honor”  of  attending  a  private 
reception  of  gubernatorial  candidate  Mike  Dukakis,  he 
wrote: 

Realism  is  often  not  a  very  tasteful  subject  to  many  peo¬ 
ple.  To  the  people  in  South  Boston  it  means  integration,  to 
President  Nixon  it  means  his  Gallup  unfavorability  rating, 
and  to  gay  people  it  means  the  tiny,  albeit  potentially  ex¬ 
plosive,  spot  that  the  issue  of  gay  rights  occupies  in  state 
politics.  We  would  all  like  to  see  Mike  Dukakis  call  a  press 
conference  tomorrow  at  the  Parker  House  and  give  a  two- 
hour  speech  on  the  rights  of  homosexuals,  but  by  the  same 
token,  1  think  we  would  also  like  to  see  him  elected  governor 


Numerous  readers  wrote  letters  of  protest  to  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  Jordan  Marsh  department  store  after  GCN  got 
wind  of  on-going  entrapment  of  gay  men  in  the  lavatories 
there.  This  man  asked  to  have  his  letter  reprinted  in 
“REACT”: 

Sir:  Enclosed  is  my  current  J-M  payment,  and  the  re¬ 
mains  of  my  credit  card. 

A  young  friend  was  recently  apprehended  in  one  of  the 
men’s  rooms  of  your  store  and  turned  over  to  the  police.

This  is  going  to  inconvenience  me 
more  than  it  does  you;  1  don’t  know  where  else  to  buy  Boy 
Scout  articles  for  my  sons.  But  I’ll  find  a  store. 

For  shame,  Jordan  Marsh!

The  man  with  the  shotgun  stood  at  the  entrance  as  his  ac¬ 


complice  went  behind  the  bar  and  held  a  gun  to  the  bar¬ 
tender’s  head.  The  woman  tending  the  bar  responded, 
“Get  the  fuck  out  from  behind  the  bar.’’  At  this  point  the 
man  stated  his  purpose,  “Okay  bitch,  just  do  what  I  tell 
you,  and  get  the  money  together.”

In  what  was  to  become  one  of  the  most  significant  stories 
of  this  year,  GCN’s  front  page  headlined  the  grand  jury  in¬ 
vestigation  of  two  New  Haven  lesbian  feminists  Ellen 
Grusse  and  Terry  Turgeon.  The  pair  had  been  found  in 
contempt  after  refusing  to  testify  about  their  connections  to 
FBI  fugitives  and  lesbians  anti-war  activists  Kathy  Power 
and  Susan  Saxe. 

Turgeon  told  GCN  she  believed  their  case  to  be  “an 
abuse  of  the  grand  jury.  ”  “Supposedly  the  FBI  is  looking 
for  the  fugitives,  but  this  gives  them  a  chance  to  find  out 
about  all  people  in  the  gay  community,  ”  she  said.

...  On  Friday,  July  25  a  woman  leaving  the  bar  was 
jumped  from  behind  by  a  “would  be”  robber,  as  she  tried 
to  enter  her  car.  A  well-placed  kick  enabled  her  to  break 
away  from  her  assailant.  At  this  point,  she  retaliated  with  a 
pipe,  kept  in  her  car  to  aid  in  self-defense.  As  the  woman 
was  able  to  take  control  in  this  encounter,  the  man  fled. 
Once  in  safe  surroundings  she  immediately  called  the  bar  in 
order  that  other  women  (would)  be  made  aware  of  her  ex¬ 
perience  and  the  necessity  of  their  own  caution  upon  leav¬ 
ing  the  bar.

Right  now  the  Gay  Community  News  is  in  serious  dif¬ 
ficulty  and  we,  the  human  beings  who  make  up  this  paper, 
need  your  assistance  .  .  . 

If  you  check  the  classified  ads  this  week  under  Jobs  Of¬ 
fered,  you’ll  notice  3  or  4  positions  on  the  staff  of  the  paper 
are  open.  We  want  you  to  know  why.  Since  we  have  not 
said  otherwise  before,  we  know  that  many  people  in  the 
community  think  that  “paid”  staff  members  are  making  a 
comfortable,  or  at  least  acceptable,  salary  on  which  to  live. 
It  depends  on  the  definition  of  “acceptable,”  but  we  feel 
that  most  of  you  eat  more  than  a  bag  of  potato  chips,  or  a 
bowl  of  soup  each  day;  that  r  tost  people  have  not  had  their 
phones  or  their  gas  turned  off  because  of  inability  to  pay 
their  bills. 

In  effect,  by  giving  up  most  of  their  $60/week  salaries  in 
order  to  be  able  to  pay  the  bills  of  the  newspaper,  the  staff 
has  loaned  this  paper  more  than  $1000  a  month  for  several 
consecutive  months. 

No  one  asked  us  to  start  this  newspaper,  you  know.  But 
it  appears  to  us  that  people  want  it  now  that  it  exists  .... 

...  Do  you  care  enough  about  it  to  spend  the  25c  when 
you’re  in  the  bar  drinking  several  dollars  away,  rather  than 
reading  it  there  and  tossing  it  back  or  worse,  taking  it  with 
you  and  just  “forgetting”  to  put  your  quarter  in  the 
box?.  .  .

Madeline  Issacson  and  Sandra 
Shuster  no  longer  are  bound  by  an  earler  court  order  re¬ 
quiring  them  to  reside  “separate  and  apart.”  Judge  Nor¬ 
man  B.  Ackley  declared,  “This  is  not  to  be  considered  a 
landmark  case  for  homosexual  rights,”  but  it  certainly 
seems  to  be.

Elaine  Noble  were 
burglarized.  Burglars  made  off  with  over  $500  worth  of 
Christmas  toys.

The  story  carried  news  from  the  First  International  Gay 
Rights  Congress  held  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland.  “Organizers 
largely  igfiored  women  in  the  planning  stages  and  through¬ 
out  and  placed  them  in  a  secondary  position  in  the  Con¬ 
gress  ...”  said  the  article  written  by  Ann  Maguire. 
Though  many  women  had  already  boycotted  the  con¬ 
ference,  those  in  attendance  caucused  and  organized  to 
make  the  issue  of  sexism  the  major  focus  of  the  Congress.

Allan  Stewart’s  column  “Speaking  for  Myself  ”  was  entitled: 
S&M  IS  THE  GAY  WORLD’S  BASTARD 

For  most  gays,  sadomasochism  conjures  up  an  image  of 
degenerate  reprobates,  bastard  stepchildren  whose  il¬ 
legitimacy  and  weird  behavior  makes  them  unfit  company. 
Later  the  column  makes  suggestions  for  gay  men  getting  in¬ 
to  S&M: 

It  takes  time  for  you  to  feel  each  other  out,  so  each  ses¬ 
sion  will  be  a  little  more  together,  a  little  better,  a  little 
heavier  .  .  . 

First  of  all,  resign  yourself  to  being  a  bottomman  for  a 
while;  it’s  the  best  way  to  learn.  A  good  bottomman  con¬ 
trols  most  of  the  action  anyway.  You  may  end  up,  after  get¬ 
ting  some  experience,  deciding  that  you’d  rather  be  a  top- 
man,  but  at  least  you’ll  know  how  it  feels  to  the  other  per¬ 
son. 

Also  in  the  news,  “gays  and  straights ”  continued  their 
support  for  the  United  Farm  Workers’  boycott  of  Gallo 
wines.  One  picketer  interviewed  outside  a  Beacon  Hill  li¬ 
quor  store  put  it  this  way:  “I  don’t  see  how  anyone  could 
by  (sic)  the  stuff  —  especially  not  gays.  We  know  what 
economic  exploitation  means.  ” 

And  there  was  this  news  note: 

GCN  finally  received  their  second  class  mailing  permit. 
This  means  the  newspaper  will  be  stamped  “Of  time  value- 
Newspaper-  Rush.”  And  it  will,  therefore,  be  delivered 
right  away.

This  issue  contained  a  special  8-page  arts  section  and  an 
article  written  by  David  Brill  entitled:  “Fatpersons, 
Unite!”: 

For  the  fatties,  there  is  one  goal:  Unite.  When  the  skinny 
world  sees  that  we  have  all  the  political  power  that  we  say 
we  do,  they  will  be  forced  to  meet  our  demands  .  .  .  only 
then  will  the  nation’s  “heavies”  be  able  to  show  their 
weight,  and  prove  what  seems  to  be  society’s  most  discrim- 
inated-against  minority  is  also  its  largest  minority. 

Grand  Jury  investigations  of  the  gay  community  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  important  stories.  On  March  15,  the  two  New 
Haven  women  were  jailed  for  contempt  of  the  grand  jury

different  oppressions.” 

The  violence  and  rhetoric  of  the 
Klan  has  primarily  been  associated 
with  attacks  on  black  people  and 
other  people  of  color.  Yet,  as  Pratt 
points  out,  shooting  targets  at 
paramilitary  Klan  training  camps 
are  also  identified  as  Jew,  homo¬ 
sexual,  communist,  union 
organizer,  Catholic.  This  diversity 
demonstrates  the  historical  con¬ 
sistency  of  the  Klan  opposition  to 
all  who  are  defined  by  the  them  as 
different  or  other,  as  well  as  reflect¬ 
ing  the  need  for  an  organizing 
strategy  which  stresses  connections. 

Klan  hatred  of  homosexuals  has 
very  clear  origins  in  the  early  Klan 
ideals  of  “purity”  and  attacks  on 
“perversity.”  The  Klan  constituted 
itself  as  a  guardian  of  public 
morality  especially  in  “protecting” 
white  womanhood.  The  lynching  of 
black  men  for  alleged  sexual  crimes 
was  accompanied  by  the  beating  or 
tar-and-feathering  of  white  women 
for  “loose”  sexual  conduct  and  the 
beating  and  lynching  of  white  men 
for  “perversity.”  The  rape  of  black 
women  was  used  by  the  Klan  as  an 
instrument  of  terror  against  the 
black  community.  The  Klan  ideals 
of  sexual  and  racial  purity  formed  a 
complex  tangle  which  is  still  evident 
in  Klan  literature  and  activity  to¬ 
day. 

To  Pratt,  the  practical  work  of 
organizing  against  such  a  com¬ 
plicated  and  pervasive  range  of 
hatred  includes  “the  difficulty  of 
bringing  all  the  pieces  together.”  So 
when  she  speaks  to  audiences  about 
the  Klan,  she  does  so  as  a  feminist 
and  a  lesbian.  She  insists  on  making 
the  connections  between  all  the

groups  under  attack  by  the  Klan. 
While  this  is  not  always  easy,  or 
even  something  audiences  want  to 
hear,  Pratt  sees  it  as  essential  to 
“understanding  what  the  Klan  says 
about  hatred  and  violence  in  our 
culture.”  She  has  learned  the 
political  and  personal  necessity  of 
“ not  denying  your  own 
oppression.”  One  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  things  to  do,  she  said,  is  to 
“speak  up  for  what  would  happen 
to  me  and  to  be  clear  about  asking 
other  people  to  acknowledge  that.” 

As  Pratt  believes  that  Klan 
ideology  exemplifies  and  is  reflect¬ 
ed  in  the  oppressive  aspects  of  the 
culture,  she  also  believes  that  the 
response  to  that  ideology  must 
“cope  with  the  realities  of  people’s 
lives  .  .  .  must  deal  with  (the  ques¬ 
tion  of)  multiple  identity.”  The 
necessity  to  be  “out”  is  a  refusal  to 
let  “issues  get  disconnected 
depending  on  who  you’re  talking 
to.”  The  question  is  “how  you  ack¬ 
nowledge  differences”  without  col¬ 
lapsing  the  contradiction  that  dif¬ 
ferent  people  experience  their  op¬ 
pression  differently. 

Pratt  also  mentions  the  slogan, 
current  in  some  anti-Klan 
literature,  “Zionism  and  the  Klan 
go  hand  in  hand.”  That  is  an  exam¬ 
ple,  she  says,  of  “how  anti-Klan 
organizing  can  not  promote  solid¬ 
arity.”  By  reducing  the  com¬ 
plicated  history  of  Zionism  to  a 
white,  separatist  movement,  the 
slogan  only  succeeds  in  driving 
wedges  between  organizations, 
dividing  people  from  each  other 
and  cutting  off  dialogue. 

The  other  part  of  this  work 
which  has  been  important  to  Min¬ 
nie  Bruce  Pratt  is  the  belief  that  you 
have  a  lot  to  learn  from  a  critical  in¬ 
quiry  into  your  own  culture.  Con¬ 
fronting  the  mythology  of  white 
southern  womanhood  was  essential 
to  understanding  Klan  ritual  and 
ideology.  This  in  turn  raised  ques¬ 
tions  of  what  was  known  and  what 
was  hidden,  what  were  truths  and 
what  were  myths  about  southern 
culture. 

As  an  example  of  truths  that  re¬ 
main  hidden,  Pratt  recounted  the 
lynching  of  a  black  man  in  her 
“own  hometown,  during  my 
grandparents’  lifetime,  while  my 
grandfather  was  practicing  law  in 
that  town,”  and  explained  she  had 
not  even  known  until  reading  Ida 
B.  Wells’  detailed  records  on 
southern  lynchings  that  it  had,  in

fact,  occurred.  “I  learned  a  whole 
lot  about  my  own  culture  and  what 
that  culture  has  done  to  other  peo¬ 
ple,  and  to  me  too,  but  especially  to 
other  people,  and  what  I  learned 
gave  me  nightmares ...” 

In  this  context,  Pratt  mentions 
the  refusal  to  “succumb  to 
despair”  and  differentiates  despair 
from  guilt,  because  “despair  is 
when  you  know,  not  just  know  a 
little  to  sweep  under  the  rug  and  run 
away,  but  when  you  really  know.” 
To  counteract  the  despair,  “the 
work  has  to  be  very  active,”  to 
create  something  new  “within  our¬ 
selves,  and  also  exteriorly,  but 
which  can’t  deny  who  we  are.” 
Pratt  recognizes  the  reality  of  dif¬ 
ferent  backgrounds  and  sees  the 
need  to  discover  “what  you  can 
glean  from  digging  out  the  truths 
about  where  you’re  from.”  Only 
once  that  is  accomplished,  once  we  . 
begin  to  understand  the  material 
context  which  impacts  on  us  with  its 
own  culturally  specific  twists  and 
meanings  can  we  broaden  our  un¬ 
derstanding  through  “interaction 
to  see  how  we  all  learned  things  dif¬ 
ferently.” 

Pratt  says  her  discussion  of  the 
Klan  will  not  be  as  much  a  “nuts 
and  bolts”  organizing  talk  as  a  pre¬ 
sentation  of  information  for  people 
to  take  back  and  use  as  they  can  in 
the  work  they  do.  Hopefully,  the

Candy  Pate,  a  former  m  &  m 
lesbian,  has  recently  left  the 
m  &  m  community  of  Sun 
Francesca  to  move  to  Boston 
where  she  is  organizing  a  support 
group  for  women  who  have 
become  bored  with  discussing  or 
practicing  m  &  m  sex.  In  her  re¬ 
cent  book  she  said,  ‘  ‘A fter  you  ’ve 
said  and  done  all  there  is  to  say  and 
do,  there’s  not  much  left  but  to 
move  back  East.  ”  GCN’s  Nancy 
Wchsschshtr,  long-time  sex  beat 
writer  interviews  Pate  in  her  lovely 
new  Cambridge  collective  house¬ 
hold  (vegetarian,  non-smoking, 
still  seeking  2  of  same). 

By  Nancy  Wschschxxlr 
NW:  What  exactly  is  m  &  m  sex? 
CP:  Well,  Nancy,  it’s  really  hard 
to  talk  about  m  &  m  sex.  To  some 
women  it’s  one  thing,  to  others  it’s 
exactly  the  opposite. 

NW:  You  mentioned  that  you  are 
going  to  start  a  support  group  .  .  . 
CP:  Well,  Nancy,  it’s  really  hard 
to  talk  about  that.  The  most  com¬ 
mon  reason  for  leaving  m  &  m  is 
sheer  exhaustion.  So,  its  hard  to 
find  a  meeting  time  because  most 
of  us  would  rather  sleep. 

NW:  This  is  a  polarized  communi¬ 
ty  and  we  need  to  know  where  you 
stand,  or  lie  down,  as  the  case  may 
be,  how  often,  and  with  whom. 
It’s  important  for  you  to  define 
yourself  with  as  many  labels  as 
possible. 

CP:  Well,  Nancy,  that’s  really 
hard.  I  also  feel  that  labels  —  even 
ones  that  completely  obscure  the 
real  issues  —  are  extremely  impor¬ 
tant.  Given  that  I’ve  moved  here 
from  a  community  where  anything 
goes,  I’d  say  that  I’ll  do  anything 
that  does  not  require  much  exer¬ 
tion  or  keep  me  up  later  than  1 1 :00 
on  weekends.  I’ve  pretty  much 
given  up  week-night  sex.  Also,  I 
won’t  do  anything  messy,  like 
food  or  sweat. 


NW:  What  do  you  think  of  women 
who  have  m  &  m  fantasies  but 
don’t  play  them  out?  Are  they 
m  &  m  dykes  or  not? 

CP:  I’m  really  glad  you  raised  that 
issue.  I  think  that  the  most 
politically  correct  position  around 
that  is  that  anyone  who  has  even 
ever  entertained  the  possibility  of 
having  m  &  m  sexual  fantasies  is 
an  m  &  m  lesbian. 

NW:  Even  straight  men??? 

CP:  Yes.  I’ve  found,  especially  in 
large  urban  gay  ghettos,  that 
straight  men  are  a  community 
largely  under  attack.  Every  day 
you  hear  people  on  the  subway  and 
in  stores  cursing  “The  Man”  —  a 
derogatory  phrase  meaning  white, 
heterosexual  males  with  unlimited 
access  to  power.  We  must  unite 
with  all  attacked  people, 
regardless  of  how  awful,  nasty, 
and  despicable  we  may  feel  they 
are. 

NW:  I  still  feel  that  the  label  non- 
m  &  m  dyke  is  a  bit  vague,  a  bit 
negative.  I’ve  heard  some  lesbians 
call  themselves  strawberry  les¬ 
bians.  But  there  is,  of  course,  a  lot 
of  confusion  over  what  strawberry 
sex,  as  opposed  to  mint  chip  sex  is 
all  about. 


CP:  Yes.  My  problem  with  these 
flavors  is  that  while  I  was  an 
m  &  m  lesbian,  I  completely  lost 
my  sense  of  taste.  I  think  it  was  the 
poppers.  So  for  me,  as  a  disabled, 
former-m  &  m  lesbian,  who 
prefers  sex  in  absolute  darkness, 
it’s  pretty  hard  for  me  to  tell  my 
sexual  partners  apart.  I  suppose  we 
could  all  start  wearing  different 
colored  hats. 

NW:  Any  final  comments?  Reflec¬ 
tions  on  the  world? 

CP:  Yes.  I’m  tired  of  reading 
about  boy  love  —  I  think  GCN 
runs  too  many  articles  about  men. 
Your  recent  coverage  of  m  &  m 
sex  at  the  Women’s  Center  was 
just  plain  tacky.  And  there  is  too 
much  coverage  of  women’s  issues. 
The  only  thing  I  really  like  about 
GCN  is  the  boring  articles. —  they 
help  me  sleep.  I  think  it  is  just

There  are  dangers  all  around  us. 
That’s  right.  Every  time  you  inhale 
you  risk  getting  cancer.  Every  time 
you  eat,  you  take  into  your  body 
foreign  substances  that  could  rot 
your  socks.  Life  is  a  high  wire  act 
and  there’s  no  net.  And  most  of  us 
are  klutzy,  so  watch  out,  here 
comes  another  splat. 

One  of  the  most  important  things 
we  humans  can  do  for  one  another

I  enjoy  talk¬ 
ing,  watching  T.V.  and  reading. 
Sometimes  even  cuddling.  Every 
once  in  a  while  I  eat  in  bed,  but  of 
course,  that  gets  the  sheets  full  of 


you  what  happened  to  us  while  my 
nother  and  I  were  living  just  outside 
of  Nutley,  NJ.  Well,  we  weren’t  ex¬ 
actly  living  there;  we  were  trying  to 
make  a  left  turn  and  it  took  a  while. 
New  Jersey  is  like  that. 

Left  turns  are  set  up  so  that  you 
make  them  from  the  extreme  right, 
which  is  a  position  I  had  promised 
most  of  my  friends  I  would  avoid  at 
all  costs,  so  it  took  a  long  time  for 
us  to  manage  that  difficult  maneu¬ 
ver.

Quiche  has  recently  received  a  lot  of 
attention;  salmon  mousse  and  cheese 
souffle  are  well  known;  but  the 
Centers  for  Recipe  Control  (CRC) 
recently  issued  a  major  recommen¬ 
dation  for  the  prevention  of  another 
sexually  transmitted  recipe:  Liver 
Pate.  In  the  Cooking  and  Consum¬ 
ing  Weekly  Report,  the  CRC  stated: 
“Susceptible  homosexually  active 
males  should  be  shielded  [from  liver 
pate]  regardless  of  their  age  or  dura¬ 
tion  of  their  homosexual  practices.” 

Gay  men  are  at  a  high 
risk 

for  preparing  liver  pate. 

In  one  study,  from  51%  to  76%  of 
3,816  gay  men  seen  in  five  sexually 
transmitted  recipe  clinics  had 
evidence  of  past  or  present  exposure 
to  liver  pate.  Once  exposed,  there’s 
a  6%  to  10%  chance  of  becoming  a 
carrier  of  this  recipe  —  capable  of 
passing  on  the  recipe  to  others.  The 
CRC  estimated  there  are  nearly  1 
million  carriers  in  the  United  States 
and  that  100,000  of  these  are  gay 
men.  The  others  are  status-conscious 
urban  gentry  of  both  sexes  and  con¬ 
cerned  housewives  in  affluent 
suburbs. 


The  liver  pate  recipe  can 
be  passed  on  by  contact 
with  gay  men  in  certain 
social  habitats, 

such  as  renovated  townhouses,  gen- 
trified  condominiums  and  restored 
brownstones.  The  liver  pate  recipe 
can  be  transmitted  through  subtle 
whispers  in  the  ear  or  visual  contact 
with  written  directions  on  small 
notecards  containing  the  logo  and 
address  of  favorite  bars.  This 
transmission  may  occur  during  in¬ 
timate  sexual  contact  or  at  informal 
cocktail  parties  and  can  lead  to  im¬ 
mediate  liver  pate  cravings  by  the 
partner  of  an  infected  person. 
Although  most  cravers  recover  and 
over  half  of  the  consumers  of  live 
pate  exhibit  no  symptoms,  there  is 
no  specific  treatment  and  no  known 
cure  for  liver  pate-related  cravings. 

Liver  pate  may  lead  to 
even  more  serious  gastro¬ 
intestinal  complications. 

For  those  who  do  not  get  symptoms 
of  liver  pate  infections,  a  mild  or 
severe  “pate-like”  craving  may  con¬ 
tinue  for  weeks  or  months.  Ten  per¬ 
cent  of  all  infections  become  long 
lasting  (chronic)  with  potential  com¬ 
plications  that  are  sometimes  more 
serious  than  those  of  other  sexually 
transmitted  recipes.  The  serious 
complications  include  overwhelming 
desire  to  consume  calf’s  liver,  liver 
and  onions,  liver  and  bacon,  chop¬ 
ped  chicken  liver,  and  liver  and 
spam.  Every  year,  almost  4,000  con¬ 
sumers  begin  digesting  sweetbreads, 
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calves’  brains,  and  other  unique 
gourmet-shop  items  due  to  liver-pate 
infection.  In  addition,  consumers 
have  a  risk  273  times  greater  than 
that  of  the  general  population  of 
consuming  a  usually  fatal  amount  of 
chopped  liver  on  Norwegian  Rye 
Crisps,  Triscotts  or  Wheat  Thins.

Now  this  serious  sexually 
transmitted  recipe  is 
usually  preventable  by 
vaccination  with  the  new 
liver  pate  vaccine. 

After  more  than  a  decade  of 
research  and  development,  a  new 
vaccine  is  available  for  prevention, 
not  treatment,  of  liver  pate  obses¬ 
sions.  In  clinical  studies  in  trendy 
discos,  nouveau  cuisine  restaurants, 
and  backroom  bars,  the  vaccine  was 
highly  effective  in  preventing  liver 
pate  cravings  and  was  generally  well 
tolerated.  No  serious  adverse  reac¬ 
tions  occurred  in  these  studies,  aside 
from  the  inordinate  consumption  of 
Perrier,  already  prevalent  in  the  gay 
community,  and  the  desire  to  paint 
one’s  apartment  slate  gray  and  buy 
an  inordinate  number  of  potted 
palms. 

The  vaccination  regimen  consists  of 
a  series  of  three  injections,  the  first 
two  months  apart  in  San  Francisco, 
and  the  third,  six  months  after  the 
first  in  either  Key  West,  Pro- 
vincetown  or  the  Russian  River.  To 
be  effective,  the  vaccine  must  be 
given  before  a  person  gets  liver  pate 
cravings.  The  vaccine  helps  prevent 
the  cravings:  It  is  not  effective  as  a 
treatment.  We  suggest  that  you  con¬ 
tact  your  doctor  or  your  deli  to 
determine  if  you  should  be  vac¬ 
cinated.  >
